There  l.s  a  Rrowlnp  volume  of  commpnt  In  the 
British  Press  on  the  state  ol  compai  alive  de- 
fenceleaanen  at  aea  to  which  tb«  Washington 
and  London  Tr'^;(f|fs  have  redurefi  H:M  lin.  It 
wHl  take  a  gouU  Utal  of  educative  woik  to  per- 
suade the  British  people  of  the  true  position  of 
•llBln  as  they  have  been  lulled  Into  a  sense  of 
ffej|e  Mcurlty  by  organized  propaganda  for  cer- 
teln  ends.  The  fact  remains,  as  it  has  been,  that 
Britain,  except  for  a  few  weeks  of  the  year,  is 
dependent  on  food  supplies  from  overseas.  Her 
cfefensive  power  Is  in  large  measure  dependent 
OD  sea-borne  foreign  fuel.  In  normal  times  the 
of  Britain's  sea-borne  trmdt  is  about 
11000,000,000.  Her  23,000,000  tons  of  merchant 
tfil|M  cannot  (q;>erats  withdut  a  steady  stream  of 
ftoets  of  tankers  to  her  shores. 

Britain  must  malntafai  ptrmanent  insurance 

of  her  sea-borne  trade  If  .she  l.n  not  to  starve. 
tJnder  the  terms  of  the  London  Naval  Treaty,  on 
December  31,  1936,  Britain  should  have  in  com- 
mission 50  cruisers,  14  of  which  will  be  worn 
out  and  obsolete?  and  of  Uils  number  10  would 
always  be  In  harbor,  in  reserve  or  refitting.  Of 
the  remaining  40.  the  estimate  is  that  the  greater 
pnvortlon  would  be  on  duty  with  the  battle 
fleets.  That  leaves  a  wholly  Inadequate  cruiser 
florce  for  the  protection  of  trade  routes.  Security 
cannot  be  given  to  any  substantial  fraction  of 
the  merchant  marine  by  the  number  of  cruisers 
ttiat  will  be  available.  Conditions  have  so  altered 
tB  the  relative  naval  strength  of  the  nations 
that  in  1936,  France,  with  oversea  obligations  not 
comparable  with  those  of  .Britain.  wiU  have  57 
cruisers  for  protective  purposes. 

In  the  late  nineteenth  century,  according  to 
The  Navy,  Sir  Phipps  Hornby  estimated  that 
Britain  required  186  cruisers  as  a  minimum  to 
guarantee  "absolute  security"  to  her  trade  In 
lfI4.  on  the  outbreak  of  the  Great  War,  124 
cruisers  were  found  to  be  InsufUclent.  After  the 
war  a  minimum  of  70  was  decided  upon;  that 
was  reduced  to  50  by  the  desire  of  Britain  to 
naks  a  gesture  of  disarmament.   The  need  of 
cruisers  now  is  prpater  than  it  has  ever  been  be- 
cause of  the  big  fleets  of  ocean-going  sub- 
marines at  the  disposal  of  other  naUons.  The 
British  submarine  fleet  Is  no  counteractive  to 
the  submarines  of  other  countries.  Except  on 
tbe  rarest  of  occasions  submarlnca  do  not  fight 
submarines.    The  late  war  proved  conclusively 
the  value  of  cruisers  as  defensive  weapons,  as  the 
most  reliable  counter  t*  rabraailne  attack. 
^   The  Navy  suggests  that  Britain   should  at 
once  embark  on  an  Emergency  Naval  Defence 
measure.  Finances  enter  Into  this  question,  llie 
answer  given  to  this  objection  by  The  Navy  is 
that:  "the  shipyards  of  Oreat  Britain  now  re- 
semble cities  of  the  dead.  Hundreds  of  thousands 
of  slcllled  men  are  drawing  the  dole.  Probably 
at  no  time  in  British  history  could  a  large  pro- 
gramme of  cruisers  toe  hRmglit  Into  commission 
at  .so  small  a  cost  to  the  taxpayers,  when  it  is 
appreciated  that,  according  to  the  First  Sea 
Lord.  85  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  these  ships  would 
be  expended  in  wages.

To  labor  most,  as  Wordsworth  meant  it  in  the 
foregoing  lines.  Is  to  have  zeal  as  a  constant  in- 
gnttre  to  duty.  In  this  respect  there  Is  neces- 
sity In  rvrry  act  of  religion  for  warmth,  for 
•amestnesa  in  doing  things  heartily  with  all 
one's  mind;  then,  as  Bishop  Taylor  said,  -Re- 
ligion hath  wings  and  moves  upon  wheels  of 
Hre."  There  is  thU  about  religion,  more  than 
Obtains  req>eetlng  any  other  motive  force  which 
touches  the  sprinR.s  of  human  action,  that  it  hi- 
fluences  life,  thought  and  iwrpoee.  It  is  Indeed 
somethhig.  properly  eoncelyed  and  sealously  fol- 
lowed, that  chanRcs  the  face  of  things  and  the 
hearts  of  men.  it  has  the  glory  of  patience,  the 
unselfishness  of  sacrifice,  the  nobility  of  service, 
the  dl.sclpllne  of  love. 

It  is  through  the  power  and  appeal  of  the 
Christian  reUglon  that  In  this  year  of  1933  a

The  coming  retirement  of  Dr.  E.  M.  Pearse  as 
medical  superintendent  of  the  Royal  Jubilee 
Hospital  Is  an  event  of  civif  interest,  for  during 
his  eleven  years'  association  with  the  institution, 
he  has  seen  and  participated  in  a  great  exten- 
sion of  its  facilities.  His  capabilities  for  tl^ 
wbrk  which  he  has  been  undertaking  are  due 
not  only  to  a  lengthy  medical  career,  but  to 
personal  ability  of  a  high  order,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  his  administration  of  the  Jubilee  has 
enhanced  the  reputation  of  that  taistltution  In 
the  minds  of  the  public.  Always  closely  atten- 
tive to  duty  he  brought  to  bear  on  his  responsi- 
bilities a  wide  experience  and  a  keen  sense  of 
humanity.  He  stands  high  in  the  local  medical 
profession.  During  his  regime  at  the  Jubilee, 
accommodation  there  has  been  largely  Increased 
new  facilities  for  more  up-!o  date  treat meni  of 
patients  have  been  added,  and  the  hospital,  in 
fact,  has  been  made  one  worthy  of  a  city  much 
larger  than  Victoria.

The  Cambridge  Group  Movement 
though  .small  and  voung.  is  a  iral 
movement  and  slinlUr  In  many  re- 
spects to  Its  older  and  bigger 
brother.  It  belongs  to  the  same 
family.  It  began  about  four  years 
ago,  while  the  other  is  a  quarter  of 
a  century  old.  Alraady  soma  hun- 
dreds of  groups  have  spninc  up  in 
all  parts  of  Cngland,  there  being 
over  a  hundred  in  London  alone, 
^e  ~  movement  has  spread  to 
Anipflca.  and  a  ntnntir  i  of  k'roups 
li,'(v»>  alre:i(lv  been  fill  iiii  it  111  --f'veral 
t  niver.sltv  rentre*.  alight  contacts 
have  been  made  with  Oerniany  and 
one  or  two  other  countries. 

The  springs  of  the  movement  are 
found  In  the  period  Just  preceding 
the  amalgamation  of  the  three 
Methodist  l>odies  in  England  into 
the  great  Methodist  Church.  Church 
leaders  sought  tha  aid  of  tha  stu- 
dents of  the  three  neffoUating 
groups  Ui  order  that  they  i^lght  ac- 
cept some  responsibility  in  making 
the  tinlted  church  not  only  bigger 
but  better.  A  group  of  .studcnt.s  met 
and  conferred  on  thi.s  objeclivp  A-s 
tliey  conferred  they  came  to  feel 
tlie  need  of  a  dfci)or  spiritual  ex- 
perience in  themselve.s  What  good 
could  they  be  who  knew  so  little  of 
God?  At  that  point  the  committee 
became  a  group;  they  gave  them- 
selves to  prayer:  the  meetings  took 
on  ttie  complexion,  states  the  nar- 
rator, "of  con^ta^cias  of  prayer." 
Secret  devotions  took  an  ever  more 
spacious  plica,  nor  did  their  univer- 
sity studies  suffer.  In  this  unosten- 
tatious and  vital  way  the  movem»»nt 
began. 

BEGAN  AMONG  Mbl  UUOibX^ 
The  OaflBbridge  Group  Movement 
atartad  amooc  Methodists.  It  hap- 
penad  that  the  torgast  known  f  amUy 

of  Methodist  undergraduates  was  in 
Cambridge  and  Dielr  chaplain  was  a 
mrmber  of  the  union  committer 
The  union  leaders,  therefore,  ap- 
proached the  Cambridge  students, 
with  the  outcotiir  that  at  Cam- 
brld(?r  on  the  banlcs  of  thr  Cam, 
this  new  revival  movement  had  its 
birth.  The  reader  may  hare  be  re- 


known  for  years,  and  stUl 
many,  as  BuohmanflaB. 
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minded  of  the  evangelical  uprising 
in  Cambridge  one  hundred  years  be- 
fore under  Rev.  qharles  Biaaaon, 
ooooatniiiff  which  Daan  Qnahrtow  is 
announead  to  laeturs  tomerruw  eve- 
ning 

Tliough   thr  present  day  move- 
ment   started    as    Methodist  and 
among     .students,     it     is  rapidly 
■wldriiin«  its  bounds    There  are  al- 
ready groups  in  which  the  majority 
are   non-Methodists  and  some  In 
which  there  are  no  Mettiodists  at 
all.  Many  groups  have  baan  fonnad. 
too,  outside  of  university  centres! 
among  aU  dassos  and  conditions  of 
people.

It  taods  In  that  direc 
tion. 

In  contrast  with  the  older  enter- 
prise thr  CambrldRe  Group  Move- 
ment if.  British-born.  The  Oxford 
Oroup  Movement  began  with  Rev. 
Prank  Buchman.  a  Lutheran  min- 
ister In  the  tJnited  States,  and  iiad 
It*  first  stronghold  in  Princeton 
University,  New  Jersey.    It  was 

Balled,  by 
after  its 

founder.  Not  until  some  five  years 
ago.  when  a  group  which  went  from 
Oxford  University  to  South  Africa. 

was  termed  thr  "Oxford  Group."  did 
It  take  on  thr  name  of  the  Engh.sh 
univrr.sitv  Th>'  critics  contend  that 
in  'ab.sohiip  hoiichty"  thi.s  name 
.should  b<>  dropped  for  ILs  first  cog- 
nomen. Tlie  name  of  First  Century 
Christian  Fellowship  has  been  used 
in  the  United  SUtes.  but  not  laifely. 
Rightly  or  wrongly,  ita  present  title 
bids  fair  to  be  permanent. 

LIKENESS  AND  DIFFERENCE 
In  many  respects  the  two  move- 
ments are  alike.  Each  lays  a  tre- 
mendously strong  emphasis  on  per- 
sonal and  group  prayer  and  the 
necessity  of  withdrawal  into  a  "quiet 
time."  Evangeliam  is  of  the  very 
essence  of  the  group  life  of  both. 
That  evangelism  Is  along  both  per- 
sonal and  group  lines.  "Andrew  first 
flndr'h  his  own  brother  Simon." 
Tl»rn.  too.  visits  are  paid  to  young 
people  In  thrlr  various  churche.s  by 
established  groups.  The  same  glow 
of  Christian  experience  carries  con- 
viction, men  and  women  are 
changed,  and  in  turn  become  life- 
changers.  The  faith  is  propagated 
not  so  much  by  preaching  as  by  tes- 
timony, lliay  are  both  at  work 
for  tha  same  bcneflclent  end. 

Two  differences  stand  out  between 
the  younger  and  the  older  move- 
ments. Cambridge  emphasizes  the 
RToup.  It  hides  the  individual. 
ThLs  contrast  l.s  .strikingly  brought 
out  in  the  two  books  which  have 
given  each  Its  publicity.  The  Cam- 
bridge publication  is  called  "A 
Oroup  Speaks."  Its  authorship  is 
a  secret  Hie  history  of  the  move-

Corns  are  not  (lar.Kerous  to  life, 
but  they  are  often  veiry  painful, 
e.speclally  If  someono  strvx'^  <>n  Ihcm 
Peot  that  hurt  take  much  of  the  Joy 
out  of  life,  and  make  WBlUBf  or 
standing  a  bit  of  gnlsery. 

Corns  develop  beoauee  the  spot 
where  the  oom  ooibob  has  basn  aub- 
j acted  to  pressure  or  has  been  Irri- 
tated by  friction.  Corns  occur  when 
shoes  or  stocldnK»<lo  not  fit  the  foot 
Trouble  comes  from  trying  to  fit  the 
foot  to  the  shoe  Instead  of  fitting  the 
shoe  to  the  foot. 

If  a  com  appaan.  It  Buy,  be  got 
rid  of  by  proper  traatnent.  but  It 
will  come  back  again  unless  care  is 
taken  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the 
conditions  which  brought  It  about  In 
the  first  place.  Corn  plaater.s  rellpve 
the  pelii  by  taking  pre«^urp  off  thr 
com  and  distributing  it  over  a  wider 
area.  This  reUef  Is.  however,  but 
temporary  for  If  tha  prasure  la  al- 
lowed  to  rttam.  tba  «eni  alw  wm 
return. 

People,  on  the  whole,  are  much 

more  sen.^ible  than  they  werp  a  few 
years  a^o  shout  choonlnn  footgear 
8om«*  women  may  still  try  to  put  a 


number  five  foot  into  a  four  shoe,  or 
thlnlt  tliat  Biyla  deounds  a  nairow 

.nhoe  althousrh  nature  has  given  them 
a  broad  foot.  Men  suffer  generally 
because  they  are  careless,  not  taking 
time  to  make  sure  of  tha  Xlt  of  ttia 
shoot  tbay  are  Mqrtag. 

When  the  shoes  are  such  that  they 
distort  the  toes  and  press  unduly 
upon  the  foot,  corn.s  will  certainly 
appear.  NothlnK  will  prevent  suc- 
cessive crops  of  corns  In  such  ca-se-s 
xs  long  as  poorly -fit  ted  shoes  are 
worn.  If  such  shoes  coatlnue  to  bo 
worn,  the  toes  will  became  contract- 
ed and  this  condition  may  require 
rathar  dnatie  traatOMit  balm  it  la 
overeooM. 

In  selfctinR  Rhoe-s.  It  pHV.<i  to  take 
time  and  iw'curp  m.  .'iioe  that  Is  a 
proper  fit.  wlUi  a  straight  inner  lino 
from  heel  to  toe,  and  of  sufficient 
length  and  breadth  so  a.s  not  to 
cause  pressure  on  the  foot.  Short 
stockings  cause  foot  trooMa  bf  tfia« 
tortlag  the  toes;  too  long  stockings 
form  wrtakliB  wlileh  Irritate  the 
skin. 

Care  of  the  feet  Is  rewarded  by 
personal  comfort  —  freedom  from 
petn  and  ability  to  walk  and  stand 
with  ease.  After  aH.  the  properly- 
fitted  shoe  Is  the  more  attnattvt 
shoe  because  it  is  suited  to  Iht  fiat 
and  SO  ivtalns  Ita  liiapo.

Nor  would  the  destruction  of  a 
class  promote  equality,  since  those 
who  seek  to  destroy  the  existing 
grades  seek  to  put  tlMBMalTIB  In 
their  idaeas.  Ifofaorsr.  a»  grades 
tnlflll  fUnetlons  naoMMry  to  dvillza- 
tlOB,  also  that  would  not  survive 
them:  the  lower  would  suffer  from 
the  upper;  the  poor  .suffer  from  the 
destruction  of  the  wpII -to-do. 

Thus  by  fault  v  doftrlnes  the 
manual  workers  are  led  against  their 
own  livelihood  and  the  well-to-do 
people  against  their  own  existence 
There  1b  the  groater  need,  if  dvllln- 
tioo  la  to  oao^  OOfmntk,  to  re- 
turn to  the  ifaitola  tme  trodltlans  of 
the  Christian  life  and  recognize  'n 
our  policy  Its  essential  Inequalities. 

Let  me  add  a  note  about  the  sub- 
ject of  false  doctrines  Common 
sense,  hard  reality,  or  plain  fact.s 
are  less  easy  to  "put  across"  the 
public  than  agreeable  fancies  or 
plausible  theories.  Not  only  are  the 
former  far  less  totereitlng  and 
anrasing.  but  politicians  and  others 
ham  ttr  long  taught  the  public  to 
conrider  them  "reactionary,"  \m- 
Ohrlstlan  or  even  Indecent. 

The  crank  the  fanatic  and  the 
doctrinaire  are  always  more  plaus- 
ible and  entcrtftining  thsn  the  dis- 
illusioned real  expert  In  politics 
clear-thlnklng  and  common  sense 
are  alwajn  at  the  greatest  discount.

Major 
Keefer,  M.C ,  returned  to  his  engi- 
neering duties  with  the  Victoria 
staff  early  in  I91g.  and  Mr.  Peters 
the  following  rear.  Oaptabi  SveraU 
was  transftered  from  the  Tv^tilnlTW 
Public  Works  at  Fort  William  In 
1918  on  his  return  from  Vtanee.  Tbe 
late  L.  Shepherd,  a  native  son  Ot 
Nanaimo,  was  employed  on  the  staff 
during  the  war.  and  was  identified 
later  in  the  construction  of  tlie  new 
Elsqulmalt  drydock. 

In  the  fiieantime,  the  Ogden  Point 
breakwater  had  been  completed  in 
the  latter  part  of  1910.  and  about  a 
year  Uter  the  Ogden  Point  Piers. 
Mr.  Macray  was  aarietaat  engineer 
on  this  work  with  J.  8.  MacLachlan, 
who  resigned  prior  to  its  completl(Mi. 
W.  A.  Oourlay  was  then  appointed 
engineer  In  charge  under  the  .super- 
sion  of  Dl-strlct  Engineer  C.  C. 
■  orsfleld.  Thi.s  Ogden  Point  work, 
except,  for  the  early  stages,  wa.s 
therefore  not  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Victoria  engineering  staff  ad- 
ministering the  Vancouver  Island 
district. 

BUILT  NAVAL  WHARVES 
All  during  the  war  and  until  1921. 
A.  F.  Mitchell  wa.s  acting  district 
engineer.  Important  local  works 
carried  out  during  this  period  in- 
cluded the  construction  of  two  large 
wharves  for  the  navy  in  Eaqulmalt 
Harbor,  and  a  long  ptpfMne  to  carry 
water  to  the  WUtiam«Nid  Quaran- 
tine Station.

Ih  ItSl  the  public  works  district, 
administered  by  a  .'.mai;  •>tafr  of  en- 
gineers at  Prince  Rupert,  wa.s  added 
to  the  Vancouver  LsLand  district,  and 
District  Engineer  Forde,  of  Domin- 
ion Public  WorkA  at  NeLson,  was 
transferred  to  Victoria  to  take 
rharge  of  the  combined  districts, 
now  known  as  the  Vancouver  Island 
Prince  Rupert  and  Yukon  dietrkst 

HAD  ACTIVE  CHARGE 

Preliminary  investigations  for  the 
new  EsqulmaJt  drydocic  had  In  the 
meantime  been  carried  out  by 
Messrs.  Oourlay  and  Halkett.  Mr. 
Oourlay  had  been  called  to  Ottawa 
In  connection  with  the  plans,  and 
the  contract  was  let  to  Peter  I^e 
Company,  of  Montreal.  M^.  Oour- 
lay was  placed  in  acUve  charge  of 
the  work,  and  R.  P.  Davy  was  trans^ 
ferred  from  the  Ottawa  public  works 
district  to  be  aa  asslsUnt  engineer 
on  the  work.

U  noteworthy  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he 
and  hla  men  bad  what  waa  probably  tha  first 
roinrth  ef  Jidy  ealatealtati  aa 
ahorea  of  the  continent.    In  hla  own 
Ingraham  described  the  occasion  aa  foUowa: 
"On  July  4,  being  tiie  annlvcraary  of  Amerl- 
X  eawad  a  hog.  of  sa?«ity

Jaaaph  ingraham  waa  a  man  of  phllan- 
trophle  dl^pnaHlon.  IMs  was  avMeneed  before 
ha  loft  Magee  Sound,  for  he  put  ashore  two 
apwa  and  a  taar.  hoping  that  they  might  breed 
and  stock  tkia  island  with  swtne.  f or  tha  uae 
of  future  mariners.  Iheee  pl|i  ha  kfoaiflt 
from  the  «'nri-i'»t;h  lalanda. 

After  ciuiAUig  for  aeveral  daya  after  quitting 
Magee  flennd.  tha  Hope  arrived  at  an  Indian 
village,  where  he  enrotintered  a  chief  whom  he 
called  Cow.  Here  he  waa  en^tained,  and  aaw, 
for  tha  first  tkne.  tatam  polaa.  "Ilwy  vara 
about  forty  feet  In  height,  carved  In  a  very 
curious  manner  Indeed,  representing  men, 
toads,  sttn  lha  vhola  af  wfaMi.  I  theotfht.  dM 
great  aniM  la  tha  aalwal  tankM  of  thast  pao- 
ple." 

Important  Entry 

THIS  reference  to  totem  poles  ia  of  the  ut- 
■Mat  Mfohaaolagieal  and  afhnolngtaal 
\alue.  particularly  in  view  of  a  recent  publi- 
cation by  a  scientist  of  repute,  who  stated 
poriUveiy  that  aa  tatsass  eirialad  on  tha 
Coast  prior  to  IgM.  Similarly,  other  navi- 
gators of  Ingraham's  day  comment  on 
these  earred  nohmina.  and  thus  firmly 
eaUbllah  the  fact  that  the  artistic  cul- 
ture  of  the  Coast  Indians  existed  long  before 
the  ehrlllaailon  of  the  white  ntan  made  any  im- 
pression apon  the  naUve  mind.

THIS  DOG'S  LIFE 


Mungo  Park  * 

EaiHAPS  some  of  you  have  thought  that 
Mimgo  Park  was  not  a  real  name.  It 
was.  however,  given  to  a  baby  bom  near 
Selkirk,  in  the  South  of  Scotland,  on  Septem- 
ber 10,  1771.    The  chUd  grew  to  be  a  brave 
man  and  a  great  traveler.    He  became  a  doc- 
tor, aii'l  ill.',  (Irst  journey  was  as  a  ship's  sur- 
geon to  the  East  Indies.    In  those  days  people 
knew  very  little  about  the  great  continent  of 
Africa.    A  society  in  London  was  sending  ex- 
plorers to  learn  about  the  people,  the  land,  and 
Ita  products.    A  major  who  had  led  a  former 
expedition  died,    Mungo  Park  offered  to  take 
his  place.    He  was  seized  by  a  Moorish  kin^. 
treated  cruelly,  but  escaped.    On  his  way  back, 
to  the  coast  he  discovered  the  River  Niger.  He 
wandered  about  a  long  Ume  making  friends 
with  some  of  the  negro  tribes,  learning  all  he 
could  about  their  habits  and  customs,  and 
studying  the  animals  and  plants  as  well  a.s 
the' Country.    He  became  very  111.    At  last  a 
^lave   trader  brought  him   back  to  Gambia, 
irom  where  he  had  started,  and  after  nineteen 
months  Or.  Park  was  back  In  London,  telling 
the  px'opie  at  home  of  the  wonders  he  had 
seen.    After  some  years  the  Government  sent 
the  eiq>k)ror  to  Africa  again.    ThU  time  skk- 
ne.s.s  took  the  greater  number  of  his  men.  He 
sent  journals  and  letters  to  Oambia  in  the 
late  Autumn  of  IgOS  and  set  out  to  explore  the 
interior.     He.  his  boat  and  his  coBipanlons 
disappeared— whether  murdered  or  drowned  Is 
not  known.    He  did  not  And  the  course  of  the 
River  Niger,  but  he  opened  the  way  for  mis- 
sionaries and  other  explorers  in  the  days  be- 
fore telegraphy,  motor  cars  and  aeroplanes 
were  dreamed  of.

SSPTEMBBR  11.  1700,  was  the  birthday  of 
James  Thomson,  the  poet  who  wrote  "The 
Seasons"  and  "The  Castle  of  indolence.""  Boys 
will  remember  him  better  by  Rule  Britannia. 
Thomson  was  the  son  of  a  minister  In  Rox- 
burg.shlre,  .s<  (>(Iaiid.  and  wn.s  him.self  educated 
for  the  mlni.stij     Bui  he  was  bom  a  poet,  and 
when  he  was  twenty-five  he  left  home  for 
London,  with  llttie  besides  a  copy  of  the  poem 
"Winter""  in  his  pocket.    However,  that  was 
published,    and    "Summer,"    "Spring"  and 
"Autumn"  followed,  completing  '  TTn-  .^eausons  " 
The  young  poet  tried  to  write  pUiy.s.  but  none 
of  these  were  successful.  A  hundred  years  ago, 
Thomson  was  traveling  In  Prance  its  tutor  to 
the  son  of  the  Ohanoellor.  Sir  Charles  i  albot 
The  pupil  died,  but  the  master,  an  his  return, 
received  an  ofilce  which  enabled  him  to  live 
comfortably,    a  moderate  pension  from  the 
Prince  of  Wales  had  been  given  him  soon 
after    he    came    to    T^ondon.    and  .shortly 
before  he  died,  in  184S.  he  was  appointed  to  a 
well-paid  Oovemment  poet  Ocntla  and  kindly. 
Jamaa  Thomson  waa  a  gnat  favorite  with  all 
who  know  him.

Robert  Raikes 

N  September  14.  1753,  Robert  Ralkea  was 

bom.     Forty-five  years  later  the  child 
had  grown  to  be  a  well-to-do  printer  In  the 
very  old  city  of  Oloucester,  on  the  RlVer  Sev- 
ern.   One  Sunday  he  took  a  walk  on  the  out- 
aUrto  of  the  town,  where  many  poor  people 
had  their  homes.    On  tha  streete  were  numy 
groups  of  children,  ragged  and  dirty,  playing, 
swearing  and  quarreling.    'I'he  gentleman  was 
shocked  at  their  tiehavlour  on  what  ought  to 
have  been  a  holy  day.    He  found  out  that  the 
children  were  as  Ignorant  as  young  savages. 
Mr.  Raikes  found  four  women  In  the  nel^- 
borhood  who  taught  little  one.s  nn  weekday.s 
and  promised  each  of  them  a  shilling  il  they 
would  teach  any  children  he  would  send  to 
them  to  read   and   to  .say   their  catechism. 
These  were  the  first  Sunday  schools.  Many 
of  the  children  who  attended  them  became 
good  boys  and  girls.     People  in  other  cities 
followed  the  example  set  by  Mr.  Raikes,  and 
Sunday  aohools  became  commm.  By-and-by 
people  throughout  the  United  Kingdom  taught 
Sunday  schools  without  being  paid,  aiwi  the 
Oovemment  established  schools  for  all  chil- 
dren.   For  his  care  for  the  "little  ones"  his 
Master  loved,  Robert  Raikes  deoerved  to  be 
remembered  for  all  Ume.

ON  September  2,  17S9.  MUsh  soldiers  un- 
der Oenaral  Wolfe  took  Quebec.  Hence- 
forth Canada  became  a  British  isossesslon. 
Who  was  this  man  that  m>  (treat  a  prize 
for  his  country,  and  in  winning  it  thankfully 
laid  down  his  life?  James  Wolfe  was  bom 
at  the  Uttle  village  of  Westerham,  In  Kent,  on 
January  2.  1737.  He  was  the  son  of  a  general. 
Whan  he  waa  only  thirteen  he  bggged  to  be 
allowed  to  go  with  his  father  to  South  America. 
Leave  was  glvan.  but  he  was  so  lU  that  he  had 
to  ba  sent  homo.  He  joined  the  army  at  flf- 
taan.  and  wai  toon  in  active  .service  in  Europe. 
In  the  rebaDlon  of  1745  the  young  officer 
helped  to  wta  the  Battle  of  Culloden,  and  was 
staUoned  In  Scotlan  :  tf'  wards.

Gabriel  Daniel  Fahrenheit 

N  Keptembrr  16,  1740.  Fahrenheit  died  In 


Holland.  He  was  the  Improver  of  the 
thermometer  still  called  by  his  name.  TTiis 
great  man  was  bom  In  Danalg.  then  a  very  im- 
portant seaport  town.  He  was  trained  to  be  a 
buatnaaaman.  but  gave  up  the  hope  of  rk:hea 
to  order  to  study  science,  ani  especially  the 
powers  of  heat,  ^or  thla  purpoae  he  traveled 
through  Germany  and  mglaad.  aettllng  at  last 
in  Holland.  The  Royal  Soctety  of  tegland 
elected  Vahranhalt  a  rellow  to  17M  and  he 
wrote  papers  there.

Tt  \n  not  advlsaUe  tO  plant  all  bulbs  at  the 
same  time.  Nardael,  erocuaaa  and  sclUaa  pay 
for  reaaonaMy  early  plaatiat.  If  they  eaa  be 
la  the  ground  by  the  end  of  September,  It 
wUI  be  all  to  the  good.  The  middle  of  October 
will  do  If  earlier  planting  la  Impracticable. 
But  with  tulips  and  hyacinths,  such  early 
planting  la  harmful  rather  than  otherwlae. 
Tmder  young  shoots  appear  above  the  ground 
feae  eoon  and  are  very  liable  to  be  checked 
aeverely  by  sharp,  Wlnr-  rM<  The  middle 
of  October  is  time  enougn  plant  hyacinths, 
while  tuUpa  ntay  ev«i  be  left  out  o^  tha  frauad 
till  the  end  of  November  without  harm.

How  to  Get  Kid  of  Ants 
That  Invade  Houses 
At  This  Season 

AmB  are  reported  from  many  districts  In 
tha  DemlTrten  to  be  particularly  atoon- 
daat  la  dwelling  houses  this  sea.snn  Although 
tha  aaajorlty  oC  the  Canadian  species  of  ants 
Itvo  la  coloalaa  or  aeeta  ouldoon,  they  fre- 
quently cause  annoyance  by  invading  kitchens 
and  pantrlee  in  aearch  of  food.  One  of  the 
n^oet  oonuBOB  aad  troufaleeomc  ipeeles/  known 
as  the  red,  or  Pharaoh's  ant,  says  the  Domin- 
ion Xntomologlst.  conflnea  itself  entirely  to 
heated  buUdlaga.  aueh  aa  babarlaa.  raalaaraata. 
hoas«.s.  etc.  This  tiny,  reddish-yellow  ant  had 
ita  origin  la  the  tropics.  Another  apedea,  the 
eeaunoa  large  Uaek  caapeatar  ant,  aHhough 
normally  an  outdoor  .species,  nesting  princi- 
pally in  decaying  wood,  frequently  oocura  in 
dwemafi,  ^partleularly  fraaM  hooeea  aad 
Summer  cottafia,  aad  may  cause  injury  to 
woodwork  as  well  aa  annoyance  by  Ita  pres- 
eaee^  A  third  aawaoa  apedea  la  the  email 
yellowish -brown  lawn  ant,  which  nests  in 
lawna  and  gardens,  often  entering  houses  in 
■earoh  of  food. 

Ants  are  social  In  their  habits  and  live  to- 
gether In  colonies.  The  majority  of  the  ants 
In  a  eoloay,  and  the  ones  nest  eonmionly 
seen,  are  wingless  undeveloped  female  work- 
ers which  are  incapable  of  reproducing  their 
klad.  BMh  aakay  also  poMeeeea  one  or  moi^ 
true  femalea  or  "queens,"  which  are  responsi- 
ble for  the  gaacratlon  of  new  individuals.  The 
whKe.  helplees  larvae  aad  pupae  whleh  devel- 
op from  eggs  laid  by  the  "queen"  arc  cared 
for  by  the  workers,  which  may  be  seen  trans- 
portlaf  them  to  a  plaee  of  aafety  when  the 
nest  Is  threatened  with  danger  Ant.s  which 
enter  dweUlnga  will  feed  en  many  kinds  of 
faodrtugi,  bat  are  partleularly  lead  af  awaet 


Poison  for  Ants 

Tn  atoat  aattrfaetory  material  ao  far  die- 
covered  for  destroying  ants  Is  sodium 
fluoride,  sold  by  druggists  in  the  form  of  fine 
white  powder.  TMe  powder  aheuld  be  aoat- 
tered lightly  In  places  frpqu^nte<1  by  ants  and 
left  uiKllsturbed  until  the  Insects  have  disap- 
peared.

Principles  Uudeiiying 
the  Close  Grazing  of 
Pasture  Lands 

THS  method  of  paature  land  management 
now  wkWy  kaewa  aa  alaia  graabif  haa 

for  its  basis  the  applioctlon  of  two  principles 
—(a)  the  cutting  or  graaing  of  the  graaa  while 
stiU  young  and  with  a  high  pnkabi  aoateat. 
and  (hi  the  liberal  dressing  of  a  complete  fer- 
tlllaer with  subsequent  top  dressings  of  a 
nltregaaoua  f ertUtoar  as  growth  and  weather 

OOOdltlons  throughout  the  season  dictate  Fnr 
tha  pracUcai  working  out  of  the  principles  in 
thla  rotational  qratem  of  graaing,  the  paature 
acreage  la  divided  tff  fences  Into  a  series  of 
areas,  the  size  of  which  would  t>e  determined 
by  the  number  of  animate  to  be  graaed. 

The  operation  of  the  ayatem  Involves  mov- 
ing the  atock  from  a  aeetlon  just  cropped  to 
one  carrying  two  to  three  weeks'  growth  ot 
graaa.  The  number  and  slae  of  the  sections

Clipping  .viay  Be  Necessary 

IN  order  to  maintain  aa  far  as  poaalble  a 
youag  growth  on  aU  aecUons  it  may  be 
aaetaMry  to  mow*an  occasional  area.  Thla  Is 
aH  the  more  imperative  when  the  number  of 
animals  is  not  aulBcient  to  aoaviaMy  Map 
the  graM  before  it  maturea. 

The  aeaaonal  top  dreaelngs  ot  nitrate  of 
soda,  sulphate  or  soda,  or  other  immediately 
available  nltrofenoua  fertUlaer  when  deemed 
neeaeaary.  are  made  to  the  recently  grazed 
areas  on  the  removal  of  stock  to  a  new  sec- 
tion.

Weed  Seed  Germination 
and  Soil  Cultivation

Tm  seeds  of  meet  annual  weeds,  when  em- 
bedded la  tho  aoU.  retain  their  vitality 
for  severs!  years.  The  seeds  of  the  omatafd 
family  and  others,  when  ploughed  down  aoon 
after  ripening,  seldom  germinate  the  following 
year,  and  not  until  they  arc  brought  by  fur- 
ther cultivation  near  the  aurface.  Light  aur- 
faoa  eitftlTBtioa  during  the  early  Autumn 
usually  serves  to  stimulate  germination  tn 
freahly  ripened  weed  eeeda.

The  fanalaatlOB  ef  weeds,  aa  well  aa  other 
feeds.  Is  affected  by  heat.  Many  )t\n6M  of 
weed  seeds,  such  as  some  of  the  graseea  and 
mostaHb,  wlU  garmlaate  la  the  late  Autumn 
or  early  Spring  when  the  aoU  is  quite  cold. 
6thys,  such  as  wild  buckwheat  and  lamb's 
4uaate>8,  requha  a  wanasr  aall.  aad  the  seeds 
nf  foxtail  and  purslane  coottaaa  donaaatOBtli 
atimulated  by  the  heat  of  Soauaer.  Late

Pointers  on  Successful 
Tmtment  of  Wounds 
on  Farm  Animals 

IT  to  a  mistake  to  constantly  wash  wounds 
aa  farm  animate.  Nature  tends  to  heal 
such  wounds  by  forming  a  protecting  crust  or 
scab,  under  whk:h  new  tissue  is  built  up  to  fill 
the  spaoa  or  gap  and  form  a  scar.  The  latter 
Is  termed  cicatrical  tissue  and  to  quite  differ- 
ent from  the  original  akin  and  never  looks 
aulta  like  the  surrounding  parts.  When  much 
wn.shing  Is  done  the  tissues  are  irritated  aad 
formation  of  new  tissue  or  flesh  goes  on  more 
rapidly  than  to  normal  or  necessary  and 
proud"  fle«h  results.  It  protrudes  from  the 
wound  as  an  angry  red  masa  and  Is  nothing 
more  nor  lesa  than  superfluous  new  healing 
material.  Filling  in  of  a  wound  takes  plaee 
by  granulation,  or  depoalting  of  suoceaaive 
layers  of  oeUa  or  granulea  of  new  flesh.  Super- 
fluous flesh,  termed  "proud  flesh"  by  stock- 
,  men,  to  called  exuberant  granulation  by  the 
vaterlaarlaa.  It  to  aot  a  disease,  but  to  a  con- 
dition eaosad  by  irrltattoa  aad  laek  of  praa- 

sure. 

SHALLOW  wounds  need  not  be  aUtched. 
MMehtaigmahas  two  addttfoaal  wounds  for 
every  stitch  inserted  These  add  to  the  possl- 
Mllty  of  infection  and  as  they  often  tear  out 
thay  may  greatly  aggravate  the  condition. 
Don't  stitch  wounds  of  the  teato,  or  hoof-head, 
or  whm  motion  of  muaelaa  will  make  large 
WQuaiTgapa  aad  tear  out  tha  atltehsa.  a 
wound  of  the  latter  type  u  meat  Ubely  to 
occur  at  the  point  of  the  buttook  where  a 
hocaa  to  often  kicked  by  a  mate.  SUtehea  in- 
serted there  tear  out  when  the  horse  gets  up 
and  down.  Keep  horses  tied  up  short  in  the 
staU  whea  a  wmmd  of  such  sort  has  to  be 
treated.  If  stitche/;  &rp  to  be  put  in,  first  snip 
off  the  hair  and  perfectly  cleanse  the  skin. 
Thea  fatosrt  tha  aeadto  weU  away  from  the 
edge  of  the  wound  and  also  brlriK  It  out  on 
the  other  side  a  llttto  dtotance  from  the  open- 
ing: otharwtaa  tha  aWehaa  wlU  ba  Hbely  to 
tear  out 

DISINFECT  the  wound  with  a  1-1,000  solu- 
tion of  bichloride  of  meroiu^  (corrosive 
aublhaato).  or  a  t  par  eaat  aotettoa  of  earboUe 
aold  or  coal  tar  dtolaSecUnt,  before  in.sertlng 
the  atitches  and  afterward  dust  the  part  with 
a  mixture  of  oaa  part  of  ledeform  aad  seven 
parte  of  boric  acid;  or  with  one  part  each  of 
calomel  and  subnltratc  of  bismuth  and  six 
parts  af  bbrie  aetd.  if  tha  adar  af  ladotem  to 
objectionable  That  mixture  to  also  s\iiuble 
for  wounds  of  the  hoof-head,  after  they  have 
been  perfaetiy  elaaasad  aad  an  foreign  bodtos 
have  been  removed.  Sprinkle  it  thickly  on 
•baorbent  cotton  and  bind  upon  the  wound 
with  bandagab  to  causa  prsaaua.  JIaaaw  tha 
daUy.

Treating  With  Acid  to 
Stimulate  Growth  of 

Gladiolus  Cormels

GLADIOLUS  growers  may  overcome  the 
diaaulty  of  gatthig  the  oonasto.  tha  baby 

bulbs,  to  grow  by  Immsnlag  them  for  one  hour 
in  a  two  and  a  half  per  cent  solutkm  of  sul- 
•  phurie  aold.  ^ 
At  the  request  of  C  S.  McTsvLsh  the  rv>- 
minlon  Laboratory  of  Plant  Pathology.  Saan- 
ichton.  undertook  to  taivestlgate  tha  taflueaee 
of  sulphuric  acid  as  a  growth  ,stlmulant 
Groups  of  twenty-five  gladiolus  cormeto  of  ap- 
proximately one-quarter-lneh  dlamatan  waie 
launersed  In  solutions  containing  one,  two  and 
a  half  and  five  per  cent  sulphuric  aold  for 
periods  of  one.  two  aad  three  hours  laepae- 
tlvely.  All  that  were  treated  with  sulphuric 
scki  were  stlmtilated,  a  greater  percentage 
terminated,  and  the  subsequent  growth  was 
stronger,  compared  with  the  untreated  Stimu- 
lation waa  most  marked  in  the  lots  Immened 
for  one  hour  in  a  five  per  oent  MtaUaa,  but 
the  difference  In  the  effect  of  the  five  per  cent 
and  two  and  a  half  per  cent  solutions  was 
small,  oonsequeatly  we  reconuaaad  the  Immar- 
alon  tn  a  two  and  a  half  per  cent  add  l^'MMim 
as  a  rapid  and  safe  treatment. 

How  to  Fumigate  Safely 
When  Burning  Sulphur 

WHKN  aulphur  to  burned  it  combines  with 
oaygaa  la  tha  air  and  forms  sulphur- 
dioxide.  Sulphur  funilgation  is  widely  used 
owing  to  the  cheapneas  and  availability  of  the 
material.  The  experience,  however,  of  the 
Entomological  Branch,  Dominion  Department 
of  Agriculture.  Indicates  that  it  to  decidedly 
leas  effeeUve  In  destroying  inseeU  than  hydro- 
cyanic acid  gas,  which,  of  course,  must  be  used 
only  by  experts.  Moreover,  sulphur  fumigation 
taratohss  metato.  and  has  a  btoaehlng  effect 
on  wallpaper  and  fabrics,  particularly  In  the 
presence  of  moisUirs.  fbr  thto  raaaon  Ua  xm 
*to  aot  spadany  reeaamwided. 

For  those  who  wish  to  make  uAe  of  sulphur 
fumigation,  however,  the  ioUowing  directions 
are  flvaa:  Memeve  metal  ebjeeu.  or  smear 
them  with  a  thin  coating  of  vaseline.  Make 
the  rooms  as  gas-tight  as  posalbto  by  closing 
up  aU  opeahigi.  such  aa  windows,  drawers,  etc 
Secure  a  .^wfflrient  number  of  old  pails,  or 
other  meui  containers,  and  plaoe  one  in  each 
rooma.  ^taad  eodi  pall  In  a  larger  vemel  con- 
taining a  little  water  to  prevent  danger  of  fire. 
Plaoe  a  amall  heap  of  charcoal  la  the  bottom 
of  each  pan.  igaHe  tt.  aad  wbaa  n  to  burning 
wHl  carefully  add  the  sulphur  At  least  two 
pounds  of  sulphur  should  be  burned  lor  each 
IXWO  euMe  ftat  af  spaee.  the  fuadgatlon  being 
allowed  to  proceed  for  eighteen  to  twenty-four 
houra.  u  the  space  to  be  fumigated  is  not 
laa-tlght,  tha  aaaaaat  af  suI^mb'  should  be 


Therefore,  unless  there 
to  ptoaty  af  raom  for  auoli  sobjaota  to  devaVp, 

thev  should  not  be  planted  In  the  .small  garden.

the  satisfaction  of  the  larger  growing  treea. 
and  win  not  have  to  ba  sacrtOoed  la  a  few 
yaara'  tbae. 

Arbor  Vitae.  and  the  many  Junipers  will  give 
give  satisfaction.  Blue  spruces  and  yellow 
cypresses  can  be  obtained  and  will  remain 
humbto  and  beautiful.  A  little  cutting  out  af 
the  leading  shoots  that  tend  to  rise  m  the 
woild  will  keep  these  evergreeiu  as  low  as  re- 
quliad. 

Best  Sizes 

IT  has  been  proved  oonclualvely  that  tha  bast 
sised  trees  to  ptont  is  one  that  has  at- 
tained a  height  of  about  three  feet  in  the 
nursery  «ow.  There  Ls  no  great  advaataci  la 
planting  treea  of  a  larger  alze  as  the  thiae- 
foot  trees  win  catch  up  the  larger  ones. 

In  planting,  put  good  soU  la  tha  bottom  of 
the  hole  for  the  roots  to  take  hold  of  at  once 
and  water  weU.  but  put  no  manure  in  contact 
«ith  the  roots  of  aewly-ptoated  trees. 

There  are  a  great  many  varieties  of  ber- 
berto,  both  deciduous  aiid  evergreen,  some  only 
a  faw  hMdtoe  high,  and  other  afaaoat  ■awn 
trees  Many  of  them  may  be  called  general 
purpose  as  they  are  good  decorative  amterial 
for  aaarty  twelve  aMMha  la  tho  yaara.  lUey 
flower  in  early  Spring,  their  follaga  tahsa  oa 
good  color  at  the  end  of  Summer  and  many  of 
them  have  beautiful  berries  in  Winter. 

Berberls  Tliunbcrgla  to  a  good  coe,  either 
aa  a  single  specimen  or  as  a  hedge  plant.  It 
has  flowers  in  the  Spring  and  bright  becrtoa 
in  the  Winter. 

Berberls  Wilsonae  to  a  compart -growing 
variety  with  purple  fruit  in  the  Fall  and 
Winter. 

There  are  BerberLs  with  dark  red  foliage 
and  some  with  silvery-white  leaves  which  are 
most  attractive.  Tliere  are  also  oolaa  that  ara 
prostrate  and  .suitable  for  planting  on  banks  oc 
in  the  larger  rock  garden.  One  in  particular, 
caUed  Ooryl,  has  the  tartghtast  ef  aaaiteb  ber- 
ries In  Winter  aad  to  a  moat  attraoUva  ptoat 


Haste  in  Forcing  Bulbs  in 

the  House  Results  in 
No  or  Poor  Blooms 


HA3TE  makes  waste  with 
buHK,  because  It  rf-^ult.<;  In  poor  blooms, 
or  none  at  all.  The  ordinary  way  to  force 
bulbs  Is  to  plaoe  tha  buMw  la  valg^  ar  peb- 
bles and  set  them  in  the  living-room  to  bloom, 
"nie  roots  are  unable  to  keep  pace  with  the 
t  ip  RTowth.  and  the  flower  does  not  have  suf- 
ficient energy  to  develop.  Take  more  time, 
the  New  York  State  College  of  Agriculture 
suggests. 

''Tulipa.  hyacinth.";,  narcissi,  crocuse.s,  .snow- 
dropa  and  grape  hyacinths  should  be  planted 
In  a  sandy  loam  soli.  Qood  dralaaga  to  as* 
sentlal,  and  a  half-lneh  of  coarse  sand  or 
gravai  In  the  box  or  flower  pot^eips  assure 
this.

•Tlie  bulbs  aiw  given  a  goad  aoaking  and 
placed  In  a  dark  basement,  cool  enough  to 
store  potatoes  pn^ly,  or  out-of-doors  and 
proteetod  from  freedng  by  straw  or  leaves. 
When  the  containers  are  well  filled  with  roots 
they  can  be  brought  into  the  house  for  forcing. 
They  should  be  protected  from  strong  light  for 
a  few  days  and  from  direct  sunUght  until  the 
foUage  to  decidedly  green.  When  the  bulba  arc 
la  rtorage.  they  ahould  be  examined  to  see 
that  they  do  not  dry  out.  When  they  are  green 
they  may  be  kept  at  a  temperature  of  about 
slaty  degraea  and  watered  frequenUy. '

TSB  unproAUbto  boarder  ta  tha  paaltry

Providing  the  condition  has  not  been 
brought  about  by  Injudicious  feeding,  a  de- 
pluming mite,  or  a  mitmioaal  dsiletoaeiy  la 
the  ration,  a  bird  that  gne.s  lntr»  an  early 
moult  Is  generally  an  unprofitable  bud.  The 
persistently  broody  hen  and  the  bird  tbat  to 
hard  to  "break  up"  U  lulng  feed  that  should 
be  going  to  a  good  growing  pullet  that  aboukl 
take  her  place  In  the  flock.  If  She  to  over- 
looked she  may  become  a  menace  and  trans- 
act the  undesirable  broody  factor  to  her  off-

Aa  the  result,  they  have 
made  serious  inroada  into  the  ex- 
port markets  once  almost  entirely 
dominated  by  American  automobUe 
manufacturers. 

Hie  British  manufacturer  gained 
a  heavy  advantajfe  over  hl.s  Ameri- 
can compel itor  when  Britain  went 
ofl  the  gold  standard  in  1831  and 
the  exchange  rate  of  the  pound 
dropped  considerably. 

With  the  abandonment  of  the 
cold  standard  by  the  United  Statea. 
however,  this  advantage  to  the 
British  manufacturers  has  been 
nuUlQed.  and  the  automobile  manu- 
facturers of  both  countries  can 
compete  against  each  other  on  level 
terms  again.

At  hla  death,  Gardner  lived  in 
Srlnager.  coital  of  Kashmir,  and 
was  virtually  king  of  an  extensive 
territory  bestowed  upon  him  by  the 
Maharajah  of  Kashmir.  HLs  Im- 
mense fortune,  mastlv  in  preciou.s 
stones,  which  he  had  taken  ils  trib- 
ute, was  willed  to  his  daughter,  who 
disappeared  before  she  was  okl 
enough  to  dalm  tt,  aeoordlng  to  the 
story.
